SENATE WILL YOTE ON 
TREATY NEXT MONDAY 


Spirited Discussion cf Nicaragua 
Canal in Yesterday’s Session. 


Mr. Spooner and Mr. Foraker Argue for 
New Agreement—Mr. Money’s 
Opposition. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Before the Sen- 
ate’s adjournment on next Monday a vote 
will be taken on .the new Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty for the construction of a canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama by the 
United States. This agreement was reached 
to-day in executive session after four hours 
of debate, sufficiently interesting to insure 
the constant attendance of most of the 
Senators. ‘ 

Senator Spooner (Rep., Wis.,) who was 
one of the principal speakers of the day, 
had just concluded when Senator Lodge 
(Rep., Mass.) made an effort to secure a 
vote. It developed there were other Sena- 
tors who desired to be heard, the result 
being that the date for the vote was post- 
poned. The agreement provides for an ad- 
Journment of the Senate from to-day until 
Monday and for a meeting on that day at 
11 o’clock, one hour in advance of the 
usual time. The understanding is that as 
gs00n as practicable after the Senate con- 
venes Senator Lodge shall move an ex- 
ecutive session and that the treaty shall 
have the entire attention of the Senate 
until a final vote ig reached. 

The principal speakers to-day, besides 
Senator Spooner, were Senators Money 
(Dem., Miss.) and Foraker (Rep., O.) 

Mr. Money, while finding much in 
treaty to criticise, said that he found 
fortunes of the proposed canal across 
Isthmus inextricably intertwined with the 
treaty and that he could not, therefore, 
see his way clear to doing anything that 
Would prevent or even delay the ratifica- 
tion. The particular features of the new 
treaty with which he found fault were 
those retaining the neutrality provision of 
the Clayton-Bulwer convention and speci- 
fying police control of the canal. He 
argued that the effect of these provisions 
must be to limit and prescribe the power 


of the United States to control its own 
property in case of war. 

Senator Foraker maintained that the pro- 
visions of the new treaty met every objec- 
tion made to the original Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty and covered every essential point 
included in the amendments made by the 
Senate to that document. He regarded it 
as of the utmost importance that the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer Treaty should be wiped out. 
This result was effected by the convention 
under consideration. He declared that all 
rights of the United States were amply 
protected under this treaty, and that this 
country’s complete control of the canal 
could not be questioned by Great Britain or 
any other power. 

Foraker’s spee@h dealt largely with 
the legal eonstructio®and the general ef- 
fect of the treaty. He said that he ha 
made a curetul study of its provisions and 
Was lirmly convinced that it could be hon- 
estly supported by every patriotie citizen. 

The speaker was frequently interrupted 
by Senator Bacon (Dem., Ga.) In the 
Course of one of these interruptions the 
latter asked if it was not true that under 
the terms of the treaty the construction of 
fortifications by ihe United States would be 
@n act of war. Mr. Foraker replied in the 
negative, declaring that such an act would 
not be an act of hostility, but that to build 
fortifications in case of necessity was one 
of the inherent rights of the Government. 

Senator Spooner, who followed, was also 
frequently interrupted by Senators on the 
Democrattfe side. One of the first interrup- 
tions came from Mr. Bacon in reference to 
the right to fortify the canal. Replying to 
this inquiry, Mr. Spooner said that it was 
a well-known principle of international law 
that all treaties, like all statutes, must be 
read together, and he contended in this con- 
nection that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, the 
original Hay-Pauncefote treaty, and the 
pending agreement for the proper construc- 
tion of the agreement should be considered 
a ee But 

e Clayton-Bulwer agreement had pro- 
vided that there should be no fortifications 
of the canal. and the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty of the Fifty-sixth Congress had car- 
ried a similar provision, but the new treaty 
struck out the entire fortifications provis- 
fon, clearly showing that England, after 
contending for half a century against forti- 
fications, had waived that provision, thus 
practically conceding the right of the Unit- 
ed States to fortify the proposed canal. 

A very important question was raised by 
a number of Democratic Senators as to the 
right of the United States to give a differ- 
ential rate to yessels engaged in the coast- 
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wise trade. This matter brought other Sen- ; 


ators from the Republican side 
chamber into the controversy. Senators 
Perkins (Rep., Cal..) and Nelson (Rep., 
Minn.,) were among those who talked. Mr. 
Nelson insisted that under existing laws 
the United States would have a _ perfect 
right to give to its coastwise trade any 
benefit it might see fit in the use of the 
canal. It was perfectly well understood, 
he said, that the ships of a foreign nation 
could not do a coastwise business, and 
Great Britain had made the treaty with 
the full knowledge of this fact. ij 

Senator Perkins made the assertion that 
by the acquisition or control of a strip of 
territory through which the canal would 
pass the United States would acquire rights 
which would subject that territory to the 
country’s coastwise laws. Foreign bottoms, 
he continued, could not trade between ports 
of the United States and any portion of the 
= gd through which the canal was 
uilt. 

Thig view was combatted to a certain ex- 
tent by Senators Tillman and Bacon, the 
former intimating that, if that were true 
relative to the United States, Great Britain, 
n account of her Canadian possessions, and 
Mexico, both extending from ocean to 
ocean, could contend for similar privi- 
leges. This, he thought, would also be 
true of any South American country with 
territory extending from ocean to ocean. 

Mr. Spooner was of a contrary opinion, 
and insisted that these countries did not 
acquire any rights of coastwise trade along 
the route of the proposed canal, which ter- 
ritory was under the control of or which 
might be ceded to the United States. The 
mere fact that Canadian or Mexican terri- 
tory extended jfrom ocean to ocean would 
not give them the right to make demands 
for the generosity or business foresight of 
the United States. 

Senator Spooner also contended that the 
United States would have a right to con- 
trol the canal after its own manner during 
any war to which this country might be a 
party. Senator Mason (Rep., IIl.,) interject- 
ed that treaty agreements never bound a 
nation io the extinction of its military 
rights and duties. Mr. Spooner assented to 
this and said that, no matter what might 
be the provisions of the treaty, the Nation 
could not be accused of dishonor or im- 
morality if its terms were broken in de- 
fense of its own existence.

One of the main reasons for abandoning 
the scheme of building a bridge across the 
North River was the tremendous cost. 
The tunnel will, it is estimated, cost not 
more than $15,000,000 or $20,000,000, and it 
may be possible to construct it for less. 
It will be used exclusively by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad and its connection, the 
Long Island Railroad, 

President Baldwin, of the latter system, 
explained yesterday in detail the plans as 
as they have been determined upon, 
According to Mr. Baldwin's statement the 
Manhattan terminal -for the North and 
Hast River tunnel will be on the newly 
acquired property between Thirty-second 
and Thirty-third Streets, and Seventh and 
Tenth Avenues. Here a large station will 
be erected. This is to be a magnificent 
structure architecturally, and for this rea- 
son alone it is believed that it will raise 


ing property. 

From the street level there will be a 
gradual decline to a platform one hundred 
feet long, where there will be elevators 
and stairways leading down to the tracks, 
of which there will be some twenty or 
more. The train platforms will aggregate 
several miles, and the dimensions of the 
station will be 1,500 by 520 feet in length 
and width respectively. 

The baggage rooms will also be reached 
by an incline. Both these inclines will be 
open at two ends, and the fact that the 
station will not be a sack terminal, as in 
the case of the present Pennsylvania or the 
Grand Central Station, but will have 
through tracks, will make the handling of 
trains much easier. 

The tunnel proper will consist of 
tween two and four steel tubes, 
number not having been decided upon 
yet. Each of these tubes will be 18% feet 
in diameter on the inside and 19% feet on 
the outside, Within these tubes will be 
the bridge construction on which the tracks 
will be laid. At present it is the intention 
to build the Hudson tupnel from a point 
just north of the present Pennsylvania 
station. The Island of Manhattan will be 
reached at Thirty-third Street and Thir- 
teenth Avenue. 


THE GRADE AND DEPTH. 

The grade through the tunnel will be 
about 1% per cent., or about a foot and a 
half in every hundred. At Seventh Ave- 
nue the elevation will be about 100 feet 
above the bed of the river and about 40 
feet below the street level. The tunnel 
will then gradually drop until at Tenth 
Avenue it will be only 40 feet above the 
bed of the Hudson. At Eleventh Avenue 
it will have dipped 30 feet more, and at 


Thirteenth Avenue it will be 10 feet below 
the river bed. It will then continue gradual- 
ly to decline until at midstream it will 
have reached a depth of nearly 100 feet 
below the surface of the river bottom. 

The trains which will run through the 
tunnel will be operated by electricity. This 
will obviate any special arrangements for 
ventilation, as each train running through 
it will carry with it a wave of fresh air. 
The tunnel will be electrically lighted and 
will practically be as light as day. The 
power for the motors and the light will be 
furnished by a large plant _ which will 
probably be built on the New Jersey shore, 
tor the reason that coal is cheaper there 
than in New York. 

The motors may be called electric loco- 
They will be used only in the 
tunnel, and will be switched on in place of 
a regular locomotive during the regular 
stop of the trains in Jersey City and in 
Long Island City. It was stated yesterday 
that this could be done without any loss 
of time. ‘ 

To complete the entire work will take 
the continuous labor of three years, so that 
the tunnel will be ready for operation in

STEEL CORPORATION TO 
ENLARGE ITS PLANTS. 


Board Decides Upon Exten- 
sive Improvements. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 12.—The Chron- 
icle Telegraph says todday: 

“Some extensive improvements and cn- 
largements of the various plants of the 
United States Steel Corporation have just 
been decided upon by the Advisory Board 
cf the big steel combination. It* has been 
developed that the object of the in- 
spection tour of President C. M. Schwab 
and other officers last month was to con- 
sider suggestions made by the district 
managers. The most important action of 
the board was a decision to largely increase 
the steel-producing capacity of the corpo- 
ration, as the output of finished material 
is far in advance of that of the Bessemer 
converters and open hearth plants. 

‘One of the plans is to equip all the open 
hearth furnaces of the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany at Duquesne, so that the steel may 
be made by the Monell process, which has 
already proved so successful at Homestead. 
It is estimated that the monthly output can 
be increased thousands of tons by adopt- 
ing this process at all the open hearth 
plants of the company. 

“It has been decided by the American 
Sheet Steel Company to install additional 
mills for the rolling of heavier gauges, and 
the work is to be begun at a number of the 
plants in a short time. ; 

“The American Tin Plate Company will 
also in the near future install machinery 
for the rolling of black plates foretin mills 
that will be largely automatic. It is said 
on reliable authority that machinery in this 
process will do from two-thirds to three- 
quarters of the work now done by hand on 
the hot mills, and the output will be great- 
ly increased. 

“With the new method it is estimated 
that the American Tin Plate Company will 
be able to compete with foreign manufact- 
urers at home without the aid of a tariff, 
which would result in the United States be 
coming the greatest tin plate manufactur- 
in country in the world.”

CIVIL SERVICE EXPERTS 
HOLD MEETING IN BOSTON. 


National Reform League Is Addressed 
by President Eliot, Carl Schurz, 
and Others. 


Dec. 12.—After an executive 
session the twenty-first annual meeting of 
the National Civil Service Reform League 
Was opened at the Hotel Somerset here to- 
day Dr. D. C. Gilman of Baltimore pre- 
sided. The opening session was devoted to 
the presentation of 

The annual report of the 
"the t year has been one of encourage- 
ment for the friends of civil service reform. 
It has seen the restoration to the classified 
service of some 1,600 positions in the War 
Department, removed from it'by the order 
of May, 1899; the steady development of 
the merit system in the Philippine Islands, 
and the restoration of entine harmony in 
the relations of the league with the Civili 
Service Commission.” 

Everett P. Wheeler of New 
ered an address ‘How to Specialize 
Civil Service Examinations.’’ He said the 
way to specialize the examination is: 

To asce accurately and fully the duties of 
the offi examination is held. 

As far to make the examination a 
specific test of the particular kind of work that 
the candidate, if appointed, will have to do. 

Above all things, to avoid getting into a rut 
and thinking that because a particular examina- 
tion was an excellent thing for a particular 
place five years ago it is of course the best that 
can now be devised for another place. 

Following the Boston meeting the dele- 
gates left tor Cambridge to attend the pub- 
lic meeting in Sanders ‘Theatre. 

The meeting in the theatre was addressed 
by President Eliot, Carl Schurz, Dr. Daniel 
Cc. Gilman, and William Dudley Foulke. 

President Eliot said that civil service 
ideas are congenial to the university 
men as fresh air is to a robin. After speak- 
ing of the slow progress of the ethical side 
ef civil service reform, he said: ‘* Ninety 
years ago my grandf: ither, who was a Bos- 
ton merchant, headed a public lottery, from 
the proceeds of which Stoughton Hall was 
built, and it stands to-day as a hall built 
by public lottery in Massachusetts. Shail 
we not find that fifty years from. now it 
will be regarded as discreditable and as dis- 
honorable for a man to use the salary of a 
public post to promote his own advance- 
ment, or even to promote the advancement 
of a political party? 

Carl Schurz was greeted with hearty ap- 
plause by the undergraduates and citizens. 
Civil service reform, he said, will not cure 
all the evils of a political system, yet with 
every office rescued from the spoilsman 
the huckster will have less to deal with, 
and the field for meritorious candidates 
will be so much enlarged 

The League, he said, had reason for con- 
gratulation in the fact that the country 
has a President who has devoted himself 
to the cause of civil service reform, not only 
in word but in action. 

William Dudley Foulke of 
cently appointed a member of the 
Civil Service Commission, said: 

‘Nearly every applicant for office now 
bases his application in part at least upon 
the statement that he is a devoted ad- 
herent to the civil service law. It is be- 
cause we have a leader. There is a man 
who has the power to handle civil service 
in an almost autocratic manner. That man 
is the foremost civil service reformer in 
America—President Roosevelt.”’

SANTIAGO IGLESIAS 
SENTENCED TO PRISON. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Dec. 12.—San- 
tiago Iglesias, President of the Federation 
of Workmen of Porto Rico, and nine com- 
panions were tried in the District Court of 
San Juan yesterday on a charge of con- 
spiracy.

Kansas

SUBSIDIES NOT 


Mr. Frye’s Scheme in Disfavor 
Among National Legislators. 


But Its Chances of Success -Are In- 


creased by Likelihood of Aid from 
Irrigationists and River and 


Harbor Mén. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—In spjte of the 
fact that the Ship Subsidy bill of this Con- 
gress is so drawn that it is exempt from 
a good deal of the criticism made against 
the bill Messrs. Frye (Rep., Me.,) and 
Hanna (Rep., Ohio,) struggled for in the 
Fifty-sixth Congress, the pending measure 
has few strong advocates at the present 
time. If it gets througa Congress it will 
be because of its acceptance as a wise and 
useful measure. 

Of the members of the 
are disposed to consider the measure sole- 
ly on its merits, there are not many who 
can see much good in it. Probably most 
of the ‘strongest fighters against the Sub- 
sidy bill of the last Congress are as much 
averse to the subsidy principle as ever, al- 
though they are not expected to fight the 
new bill as strenuously as they fought the 
last one. Others who were simply cold to- 
ward the old bill are also cold toward the 
new one, because they do not believe in a 
Single one of the promises its promoters 
hold out as to its effects on American trade 
and shipping. 

There 1s a lack of disposition on the part 
ot Republican members of Congress who 
are not in full sympathy with Mr. Frye 
to discuss the bill except in private and 
confidential conversation. From all that 
can be learned, however, it looks as though 
the bill, standing by itself, would’ fail to 
become law. 

But will it stand by itself? Not unless its 
romoters operate on different lines than it 

; is expected they will follow. The expecta- 

tion, as set forth ten days ago, is that 
‘the ‘“‘ ship subsidists,’’ the “river and har- 
borites,”’ and the “ irrigationists "’ will pool 
their issues and march against the Treas 
ury in one solid column-—united, to stand; 
divided, most likely to fall. 

‘Our measure is such a mild one,” a 
ship subsidy man is quoted as_ saying, 
“that there ought not to be any objection 
raised against it. Certainly it is more 
defensible than most of the river and har- 
bor projects that are to come before Con- 
gress; certainly a man that can see ho 
harm in spending a vast sum in irrigation 
‘can hardly have the face to oppose a mod- 
erate expenditure to encourage American 
shipping and to upbuild our foreign trade.” 

Quite often, on the other hand, one hears 
a river-and-harbor man or an irrigationist 
practically ddmit that he will deal fairly 
with the subsidy people, if they deal fairly 
with the measure in which he is interested. 
Before Mr. Frye's bill was published such 
admissions were infrequent, but the Sen- 
ator has blunted the edge of the opposition 
by offering a measure that doesn’t scare 
pedple as his old bill scared them. 

Some Congressmen reason that, although 
Mr. Frye’s scheme would do no good worth 
mentioning, there wouldn't be any great 
harm in, trying it for a while. ‘‘ Easy to 
put an end to it,” they say 

There is some wonder expressed that Mr. 
Frye and his friends are content with the 
bil] now before Congress, as it falls so far 
short of doing certain things contemplated 
in the other bill, and declared in that other 
bill -to be absolutely essential to the up- 
building of the American merchant marine. 
In the discussion of this point the sugges- 
tion is heard that the Frye bill is meant to 
be the foundation for subsequent proceed- 
ings; that it is designed to be a sort of 
opening wedge, to be followed as quickly as 
possibile by other legislation more in line 
with that proposed in the last Congress. 

In-other words, Mr. Frye-.has.accepted the 
inevitable. Warned by the President that 
re would not sigh a subsidy bill containing 
inbs, the Senator, so it is said, has made 
up his mind to lay the cornerstone of the 
structure he hopes to erect later on. The 
pending bill was taken up to-day by the 
Senate Committee on Commerce and re- 
ferred to a sub committee composed of 
Senators Frye, (Rep., Me.,) Elkins, (Rep., 
West Va.,) Hanna, (Rep., Qhio,) Depew, 
(Rep., N. Y.,.)

This letter, the report accuses M. Hutin of 
Yailing to send to the President. Tne con- 
clusion with reference to this point of the 
controversy is set forth in the following 
language: 

“The motive for this unseemly and un- 
precedented misconduct must be either that 
this canal company is desperate in its pur: 
pose to unload its property upon the United 
States because the French stockholders 
have lost faith in its success, or that it is 
endeavoring to prevent the competition of 
any canal with its Panama railroad, the 
shares of which they value at $500, the 
face value being $100 per share, on account 
of its enormous earnings.”’ 

The introductory pages of the report 
contain a general review of the importance 
of the construction of an igsthmian canal, 
and in the second paragraph it is declared 
that ‘‘the failure to accomplish this work 
would create a feeling of National de- 
spair. 

In discussing the attitude of Great: Brit- 
ain, Senator Morgan says: 

“The scope and purpose of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, as it was declared by Lord 
John Russell, made it the instrument of 
injustice and repression to Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, and other Central American 
States that has deprived them and all 
Christendom of the benefits of an Ameri- 
can inter-oceanic canal for more than a 
half century. In view of these facts, it is 
clear that an overruling necessity of im- 
perial, commercial, and military policy, 
connected with her policy as to the Suez 
Canal, forced Great Britain to adhere to 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty as a means of 
preventing the construction of a_ canal 
through Nicaragua by the United States, 
while she could continue to hold the vant- 
age ground of occupation and increasing 
authority in the territories of Nicaragua 
and Honduras, which she had agreed to 
abandon. Her fniention to control both 
canals was then evidently fixed.” 

It is asserted in the report that Great 
Britain’s control of the Mosquito Coast 
was used as a pretense to hold this coun- 
try until she had accomplished her greater 
policy relating to the Suez Canal. 

He declares that, if diplomatic effort to 
rid the world of the baneful domination of 
the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty fails, Congress 
should abrogate it. 

The major portion of the report was made 
before the new Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
had been promulgated, but in an appendix 
the following reference is’ made to that 
treaty: 

“Whatever sacrifice it may 
benefits that might be otherwise 
as being exclusive in favor of the 
States, in the absence of such,.an agree- 
ment for the benefit of all nations, the 
American people approve the spirit of this 
agreement, and will adhere to it as an addi- 
tional evidence of their frjendly sentiment 
toward all people who compete with them 
honorably for the increase of the facilities 
of commerce and for the extension of good 
will to all the world.” 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


Representative Coombs of California Is 
the Leader in the Discussion— 
Amendments to Bill Proposed. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The_ special 
committee of Pacific Coast Senators and 
Representatices who are devising a Chinese 
exclusion measure is being guided largely 
by the advice of Representative Coombs of 
California, whose service as United States 
District Attorney in that State made him 

familiar with Chinese deportation cases. 
At the meeting to-day Mr. Coombs pre- 
sented a number of suggestions in the form 
of amendments to the bill prepared by the 
Immigration Bureau. One of the amend- 
ments will reach Chinese“highbinders. It 
provides:

States and subject to deportation. Such 
facts shall be established by general repu- 
tation of said Chinese upon the testimony 
of not less than two creditable witnesses 
other than Chinese.”’

Sure to be Confirmed in Senate, Says a 
Judiciary Committeeman.

'8ASHINGTON, Dec.'12.—A member of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee sald to- 
day there was not any doubt that the nom- 
ination of Mr. Knox as Attorney General 
would be confirmed There was no opposi- 
tion to the nomination in the Senate, he 
said, and the delay in the confirmation 
should not be interpreted as indicating the 
slightest question as to the ultimate ap- 
provai or the selection originally made by 
Mr. McKinley and later ratified by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The Judiciary Committee, it was ex- 
plained, really felt obliged, on account of 
the character of the persons protesting 
against the confirmation, to give them a 
sufficient time to substantiate their com- 
plaints. It was certain, however, that what 
they would have to say would not affect the 
judgment of the committee and of the 
Senate, and that Mr. Knox's nomination 
wes one which should be confirmed. 

Reports that the President and members 
of the Cabinet are irritated at the delay 
in Mr. Knox's case do not scem to have 
good foundation. 

Congress’s Holiday Kecess. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Mr. Allison, 
from the Committee on Appropriations, 
favorably reported in the Senate to-day the 
concurrent resolution adopted by the House 
providing for a holiday recess from Dec. 
19 to Jan. 6, 1002. This was approved. 


IN THE COMMERCE COMMITTEE. 


Consideration of Bill for Establishment 
of Department of Commerce. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 12,—The Senate 
Committee on Commerce held a meeting to- 
day for the purpose of organizing its sub- 
committees and referring to them the bills 
which had reached the committee. The 
most important change made in the sub- 
committees was the substitution of Senator 
Berry (Dem., Ark.,) Chairman of the 
Sub-Committee on Bridges for Senator 
Vest, (Dem., Mo.) This position had been 
held by Senator Vest for a great many 
years, but was voluntarily surrendered by 

him on account of his health. 

There are two bills before the committee 
for the establishment of an executive de- 
partment of the Government, to be known 
as the Department of Commerce, and these 
were referred to a special sub-committee, 
consisting of Senators Nelson, (Rep., 
Minn.,) Hanna, and Clay, (Dem., Ga.) The 
bill for the reorganization of the Revenue 
Cutter Service was given to a special sub- 
committee consisting of Senators Gallinger, 
(Rep., N H.,) Penrose, (Rep., Penn.,) and 
Turner, (F., Washington.)

SCHLEY REPORT SOON. 


Decision of Court of Inquiry Likely to 
be Known Within a Day or Two. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—While it 
is impossible to secure from the members 
of the Schley court or from the Navy De- 
partment a statement as to wheng the 
court’s report will be submitted, it is be- 
lieved ‘that it cannot be delayed much more 
than twenty-four hours. It was said at the 
department this afternoon at the close of 


office hours that the report was not fin- 
ished. 

It is the intention of Secretary Long to 
have typewritten copies of it prepared im- 
mediately for the press. Although clothed 
with reviewing authority, Mr. Long has 
said that he will not exercise it in thig case. 
The report will be given to the public with- 
out the slightest change and without any 
indorsement in the nature of a review of 
the proceedings. 

The court was in session again to-day. 
Admiral Dewey did not attend the after- 
noon meeting. Capt. Lemly, the Judge Ad- 
voecate, paid a visit to the court rooms this 
morning and carried. away some papers. 
He had not then signed the report it was 
learned.

WASH.NGTON, Dec. 12. — President

J. Garrett of Las Cruces, New. Mexico, Col- 
lector of Customs at El Paso, Texas. 
The decision to appoint Mr. Garrett was 


announced to-day to several callers from. 


New Mexico, including Gov. Otero and Del- 
egate ey Gen, Lew Wallace, who war 
Governor of New Mexico at the time when 
“Billy the Kid,” who was, later killed b 
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Garrett, was terrorizing the Southwest dur- 
ing the cattle war,,recommended Mr. Gar- 
rett yesterday to the favorable considera- 
tion of the President. 

There are many New Mexican appoint- 
ments pending. It is understood to b« 
practically certain that Gov. Otero and 
Secretary J. W. Reynolds will be reap- 
pointed, 


LEASES OF INDIAN LANDS. 


Utah Mining Concerns Plan Considered 
at Interior Department. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—There was a 
hearing to-day at the Interior Department 
before Secretary Hitchcock on the ques- 
tion of approval of leases of lands from 
the Indians on the Uintah Ute reservation 
in Utah for mining purposes. The Flor- 
ence Mining Company has negotiated with 
the Indians for 640 acres, but some strong 
opposition has developed. 

Senators Kearns (Rep.) and Rawlins 
(Dem.) of Utah, and Representative Sun- 


derland of Utah spoke against the leasing 
to-day. H. B. Myton, agent for the Utes, 
who favors the granting of authority for 
the leases, was present, as was Representa- 
tive Sherman (Rep.) of New York, Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Indian 
Affairs. The hearing will be concluded 
on Saturday, when the Indians will give 
their side of the case. It is stated that 
under the leases they are to receive 5 per 
cent. of the mineral products. 


PRESIDENT REVIEWS PARADE. 


Crowd Eager to Look at Him as He 
Watches Washington Police 
and Firemen. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—From a stand 
in front of the White House grounds Presi- 
dent Roosevelt reviewed the annual parade 
of the local Police and Fire Departments 
to-day. On the stand with him were his 
daughter, Miss Alice Roosevelt, and the 
Roosevelt boys; Gen. Gillespie, Chief of 


Engineers; the District Commissioners, 
and many prominent citizens of Washing- 
ton. 

After the parade had passed the Fire 
Department gave an exhibition run. Thou- 
sands of people packed Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue on either side of the White House, ap- 
parently more eager to see the President 
than the parade, and when Mr. Roosevelt 
left the stand 600 school children invaded 
the White House grounds and followed him 
to the door of the Executive Mansion. 





Indians Want to Keep Their Lands. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—A petition to 
enjoin Secretary Gage from disbursing $2,- 
000,000 authorized by Congress for the pur- 
chase of Kiowa, Comanche, and Apache 
Indian lands was filed in the District Su- 
preme Court to-day. The petitioners are 
Delos K. Lone-Wolf, principal chief of the 
Kiowas and others of the tribes. 


To Improve Washington Army Barracks, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—Exten- 
sive imnrovements are contemplated at 
the army barracks in Washington. The 
Secretary of War has forwarded to Con- 
gress an estimate of $1,260,000 to cover the 
projected improvements. One of_ these, 
amounting to $400,000, is to enable the Sec- 
retary to construct a main’ building for 
the Army War College, as well as the 
quarters actually needed for the President 
of the college and his military and academ- 
ic staff. Another estimate, amounting to 
$860,000, is to enable the reconstruction of 
the barracks to serve as an engineer post 
and engineer school of application. 


McLaurin and Wellington in the Cold. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—The 
Democratic leaders of the Senate have 
notified the Republicans that the minority 
does not feel called upon to provide com- 
mittee places for either Senator McLaurin 
or Senator Wellington. It is understood 
that the Republican Committee on Com- 
mittees will assign these Senators to com- 
mittee places, 


$2,500,000 for Philippine Army Posts. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Secretary Root 
has sent to the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations an estimate of $500,000 for the 
construction of barracks and other neces- 
sary buildings for the army post at Manila, 
and has asked that the appropriation be 
made immediately avaifable. He has also 
sent in an estimate of $2,000,000 for posts in 
other parts of the Philippines. 

Battleship lowa Leaves Panama.

THREE CHILDREN DROWNED. 


Had Tried to Save Her Brother 
and Sister. 

PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 12.—Three chil- 
dren were drowned yesterday afternoon 
while skating on Slater's Pond, a few miles 
from this city, near the county line at 
Bloomingdale. The victims were two girls 
and a boy, the children of Tunis Bond, 
employed in the Ludlum Steel Company at 
Pompton Lakes.

Even then 
the brave girl took no thought of Ker own 
safety, but grabbed her sister and brother 
and tried to get them where they could 
hold on to the edges of the ice until help 
came. Before neighbors could reach them, 
however, Phoebe became exhausted. and 
all three sank to the bottom of tne pond.

SOUTHERN PIG IRON SHIPMENTS

MR. CARNEGIE’S OFFER 
EMBARRASSES: PRESIDENT 


Advisers Think Government Should 
Not Own Steel Bonds. 


Suggestion Made that the $10,000,000 in 
Securities Be Converted Into Cash 
and Applied to Education. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—It transpires 
that the gift of $10,000,000 which Andrew 
Carnegie tendered to President Roosevelt 
for the founding of a great institution for 
higher education was not an offer of $10,- 
000,000 in cash, but the par value of that 
amount in bonds of the United States Steel 
Corporation. The offer of these bonds is 
embarrassing to the Administration owing 
to the complications which might arise if 
the Government accepted them, and the 
President, it is understood, is now in cor- 
respondence with Mr. Carnegie about the 
matter. 

It is understood to be his desire that the 
bonds be converted into cash. If this Is 
done the only obstacle in the path of the 
acceptance of the generous gift of Mr. 
Carnegie will be removed. Pending the re- 
sult of this correspondence Mr. Carnegie’s 
offer is being withheld from Congress. The 
President has conferred with several promi- 
nent Senators and Representatives about 
the matter within the last day or two, and 
all concur with him in the belief that the 
acceptance by the Government of bonds 
in the big steel corporation might subject 
the Administration to criticism and might 
prove exceedingly embarrassing in the 
future. 

It is pointed out for instance that in the 
event of legal proceedings by the Depart- 
ment of Justice in connection with the 
corporation the holding of the company’s 
bonds by the Government might lead to 
adverse criticism. The suggestion that the 
Government accept the bonds and then dis- 

ose of them is considered equally ob- 
ectionable. 


PRESIDENT PATTON'S VIEWS. 


Thinks Mr. Carnegie Has Made Wise 
Use of His Money. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 12.—President 
Patton of Princeton University to-day made 
the following statement concerning the gift 
of $10,000,000, which Andrew Carnegie re- 
cently made to the United States Govern- 
ment for a National university: 

“I am very glad, indeed, to hear of the 
generous gift made by Mr. Carnegie for 
the purpose of founding a university for 
advanced work and research at Washing- 
ton. I am glad the dream of Washington 
is at last to be realized, and that the efforts 
of those in Washington who have _ been 
working so assiduously for the establish- 
ment of a university of this kind, main- 
tained under the control of the Govern- 
ment and by the means of appropriations 
by Congress, are finally to meet success, 

‘Gifts of the sort are always beneficial, 
and this donation, following so closely as 
it does upon the $10,000,000 given to the 
Scottish universities, will place Mr. Car- 
negie’s name in the front rank among the 
world’s benefactors. In my opinion he has 
made a very wise use of the money.” 





TO TEACH AMERICANS ENGLISH. 


Hermann Klein Coming Here to Show 
Vocalists How to Sing in Their 
Own Language. 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The leaders of the 
English musical world, including Sir Fred- 
erick Bridge, Albert Randegger, F. Paolo 
Tosti, Albert Visetti, Alfred de Rothschild, 
and Sir Arthur Trendell, were present to- 
night at a farewell dinner given at Prince's 


Restaurant to Hermann Klein, a singing 
teacher and musical critic, who sails for the 
United States next Saturday. Sir Arthur 
Trendell presided. 

Extraordinary criticism was made of 
American vocalists. The speakers declared 
that Americans spent money lavishly in 
the musical schools of Europe, yet only 
succeeded in learning how to sing in every 
language except their own. Mr. Klein, 
amid applause, said that Americans, al- 
though they had wonderful voices, did not 
know how to speak the English language. 
He ingenuously admitted that he was going 
over with the object of remedying this de- 
fect. 


MISS STONE BETTER TREATED. 


She Is Said to be Trying to Convert Her 
Captors—Proposal that Ultimatum 
Be Sent to Bulgaria. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 12.—The latest 
information regarding Miss Ellen M. Stone 
and Mme. Tsilka indicates that their con- 
dition has been so far ameliorated that 
they are able to obtain rude comforts. It 
is even said that the brigands have a doc- 
tor ready at hand in case his services ara 

needed. 
It appears that the brigands are now 


complaining that Miss Stone is attempting 
to convert them. While recognizing the 
illegality of the abduction of Miss Stone 
and Mme. Tsilka, the brigands contend that 
their action was in the interest of a sacred 
caitse, and therefore justifiable. 

The brigands are apparently prepared to 
hold out all Winter. Théy refuse to abate 
their demands one dollar, and have not 
vouchsafed a reply to Mr. Dickinson's ulti- 
matum to the effect that they must accept 
his .ast offer or nothing. It is believed in 
well-informed circles, however, that were 
the eee actually proffered at some spot on 
the border within easy reach of the hiding 
place, by an accredited emissary, the brig- 
ands would reduce the amount of the ran- 


or. 
It is understood here that recommenda- 

tions have been forwarded to Washington 
roposing that an ultimatum be sent to 
ulgaria. 


MOBS TERRORIZED CADIZ. 


Stores Pillaged and a Number of Per- 


sons Injured Wednesday Night. 

CADIZ, Dec. 12.—This city was in a state 
of partial revolution practically all night 
long. Riotous mobs, led by striking bakers, 
armed with knives and bludgeons, pillaged 
stores, attacked peaceable people in the 
streets, injured a number of persons, threw 
the whole town into a state of panic, and 
made the night hideous with shouts of 
**Long live the Social Revolution”’ and 
*“*‘Down with the Bourgeois."’ The police 
were powerless to quell the disturbance. 

Later, after a series of grave encounters, 
in which many persons on both sides were 
injured, the gendarmes restored a sem- 
blance of order. 


PLANT FOR LONDON’S TUNNELS. 


Electric Generators Ordered by Mr. 
Yerkes the Largest in the World. 
Mr. Yerkes has awarded the electrical 
contract for the London underground rail- 
ways to the Westinghouse Company, whose 
new works at Manchester, England, will be 
in operation within a few weeks. A portion 
of the installation, however, will be built 
at the Westinghouse Works at Pittsbufg, in 
order to hasten the construction. The elec- 
trical generators will be larger than those 
for the Manhattan Railway in New York, 
which are at present the largest in the 

world. 

The generating station will have a mini- 
mum capacity of 70,000 horse power and a 
maximum of 100,000. The work will begin 
immediately, and within two years from 
Jan. 1 the steam road tunnels which pene- 
trate London in all directions, and which 
are many times more stifling and sulphur- 
ous than the tunnel of the New York Cen- 
tral, will be whitened and ventilated and 
served by an up-to-date system of electric 
trains. 





A British Shipping Deal. 
LONDON, Dec. 12.—A deal for the pur- 
chase of the Westcott and Lawrence fleet 


of nine trading steamers by J. R. Eller- 
man of the Leyland Line is pending, but not 
yet consummated. If the steamers in ques- 
tion are sold to Mr. Ellerman, they will 
remain in the Mediterranean trade, in 
which Mr, Ellerman is now engaged. There 
is no suggestion that J. P. Morgan is con- 
cerned in the pending transaction. 


BOERS AGAIN ACCUSED. 


Investigation Ordered by . Kitchener 
Shows that They Killed Wounded 
Men at Brakenlaagte. 
LONDON, Dec. 13.—The War Office last 
night issued a statement dealing with the 
Boers’ treatment of Col. Benson's wounded 
at Brakenlaagte. The statement is the re- 
sult of a special investigation of the mat- 

ter instituted by Lord Kitchener. 

The statement sets forth that eighteen 
officers and men of Col. Benson's command 
were kindly, and even carefully, treated by 
the Boers, while the remaining seventy-five 
men who were examined testified that they 
witnessed and suffered atrocities worse 
than those which followed the Vlakfontein 
disaster. 

These latter said that unarmed and 
wounded men lying around the guns were 
killed at close range, and that the survivors 
of the engagement suffered tortures, being 
robbed and stripped’ of their clothing in 
spite of their wounds and broken limbs. 

Lord Kitchener says that evidently the 
Boer leaders are no longer able to repress 


murder and outrage on the part of their 
subordinates. 


Boer Representative Sees President. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Gen. Samuel 
Pearson, who was Commissary General in 
the Boer Army for some time at the be- 
ginning of the war in South Africa and is 
now the Boer representative in this coun- 
try, called upon President Roosevelt to- 
day. The President suggested nothing that 
would lead to a discussion of affairs in 
South Africa. It is the intention of the 
30er representative to try and present a 
memorial to the President praying thit he 
tj cognizance of affairs in the Trans- 
yraal, 


FRENCH BUDGET DEBATE. 


Chamber Begins Discussion of the Pro- 
posal to Suppress the Public Wor- 
ship Estimates. 

PARIS, Dec. 13.—The Chamber of Depu- 


ties yesterday began the discussion of the | 


Public Worship Estimates, which, in spite 
of the Government's opposition, the Budget 
Commission proposes to suppress. 

M. Millevoye (Nationalist Republican) 
opened the debate, which will probably last 
a long while. He opposed the suppression 
of the Estimates, and demanded that the 
House respect the Concordat. He said the 
suppression of the Estimates would be not 
merely a religious but a political and social 
revolution, and an act of spoliation of 
Catholics. 

The Abbé Lemire, (Christian Socialist) 
pointed out that the Public Worship Budget 
did not provide for the salaries of 
clergy, but provided. an indemnity. He 
added that if the budget were suppressed 
it would provoke civil war throughout 
France, 

M. Zevaes (Socialist) and M. Pelletan (So- 
cialist) supported the proposition to sup- 
press the Estimates, 

a“ discussion was adjourned until Mon- 
day. 





THE REICHSTAG ADJOURNS. 


Tariff Bill Referred to a Committee—- 
Von Posadowsky-Wehner Defends 
the Measure. 

BERLIN, Dec. 12.—In the Reichstag to- 
day the Secretary of State for the Interior, 
Count von Posadowsky-Wehner, made a 
general reply to the critics of the Tariff 
bill. He reiterated the Government's de- 
termination to carry the measure through, 
and said that beside other advantages it 
had the social-political object of procuring 

work and good wages for the toilers. 

The Secretary deprecated the fight being 
made against wealthly land owners, though 
personally, he said, he favored the forma- 
tion of peasant holdings out of large 
estates. 

The Reichstag, the speaker declared, now 
stood at the parting of the ways. The adop- 
tion of the bill was calculated to assist the 
commercial treaties, while its defeat would 
leave the Government weakened weapons 
with which to conduct the negotiations, 

Herr Miinch-Ferber (Radical) made 
other of his anti-American speeches, 
ing: 

‘Germany has shown a lamblike patience 
at American tariff trickery. Under the 
Caprivi treaty we have seen fifteen hun- 
dred millions of our money go to the 
United States, never to return. The United 
States will respect us if we act ener- 
getically. As the United States cannot re- 
duce the Dingley duties by more than 20 
per cent. German duties should equal such 
reduced American duties.”’ 

After the Tariff bill had been referred to 
a committe of twenty-eight members, the 
Reichstag adjourned until Jan. 8. 


CHARGED BY MILLIONAIRE 
WITH LARCENY OF $30. 


G. T. Rafferty Appears Against Captain 
of His Steam Yacht in Court 
at Watertown. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 12.—The spec- 
tacle of a millionaire testifying as the com- 
plainant in a grand larceny case involving 
only $30 caused an interested throng to 
gather in the dingy chambers of the Jef- 
ferson County Court House in this city to- 
day. The action was that of the People 
against Capt. Daniel Duclon, indicted for 
grand larceny, and the facts which led up 
to his @mdictment and trial are briefly as 
follows: 

Gilbert T. Rafferty, who amassed mil- 
lions in the coke business at Pittsburg, but 
who now is retired and makes his home at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, owns a palatial Sum- 
mer residence on the St. Lawrence River, 
opposite Alexandria Bay. At his Summer 
home he keeps for his private use several 
fine steam yachts, among which was the 
Consuelo, noted for her beauty and speed. 
On July 30, 1899, the Consuelo burned at 
her wharf. 

Capt. Duclon was employed at this time 
as Commander of the yacht, and with the 
engineer, he was directed to remove from 
the wreck the brass fittings. Mr. Rafferty 
later found that the fittings were missing 
and accused his Captain of the theft. He 
laid the matter before the District Attor- 
ney and secured an indictment against Duc- 
lon and the engineer. The latter turned 
State’s evidence and was not prosecuted. 
Capt. Duclon employed the best counsel ob- 
tainable, and the defence set un was that 
Mr. Rafferty sold the wreck to one of the 
parties before it was dismantled and that 
the fittings were included in the sale. 

The trial consumed the whole day, and 
the jury after a short deliberation returned 
a verdict of not guilty. Mr. Rafferty testi- 
fied that he was ‘“‘ worth a million or two 
in the coke business and made honestly.” 
On being asked if he was a member of the 
Steel Trust, he said: ‘‘I am sorry I am 
not.”’ Testimony was to the effect that the 
fittings were valued at $30.

TROLLEYMANIA THE 


LATEST DISEASE 


Queer Hallucination of Victim of 
an Accident. 


Fancies He Is Pursued by Cars and 


Hears Gongs Clanging, According to 
Testimony in Damage Suit. 


A new mental disorder that may here- 
after be known as trolleymania was men- 
tioned yesterday at the trial of the suit 
brought before Justice Bischoff in the Su- 
preme Court by William Hoyt, for many 
years an employe of the H. B. Claflin Com- 
pany, against the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company for the recovery of $25,000 
damages for injuries received in an acci- 
dent he met with two years ago. 

According to the testimony, Hoyt was 
crossing West Broadway at the corner of 
Worth Street on the evening of March 22, 
1899, when he was run down by a trolley 
car, caught in the fender, and carried a 
distance of 115 feet before the car was 
stopped. It was alleged that as a result of 
the injuries received in the accident Mr. 
Hoyt’s left side was paralyzed, the sight of 
his-right eye affected, and that he suffers 
from a peculiar delusion, which one of the 
medical men in the case said might be 
called trolleymania. 

Dr. John T. Harrison of Staten Island, a 
witness for the plaintiff, testified that ever 
since the accident Mr. Hoyt had suffered 
from the delusion that he was being pur- 
sued by trolley cars and also that the air 
was full of the clamor of trolley gongs. 

He said that Mr. Hoyt had occupied the 
first floor of an apartment house a number

tition by the same number of persons simi- 
larly qualified,

The announcement on the part of Mr. 
JOHN D. CRIMMINS that he will not take 
office reopens the question of the Park 
Commissionership of Manhattan and 
Richmond, which was very generally as- 
sumed to be closed if Mr. CRIMMINS were 
willing to accept it. Some very good 
names have been “ mentioned” for the 
place, and some not so good But it is

First among them, after common sense 
and common honesty, we should be dis- 
posed to place artistic sensibility 
culture.

This he 
cannot possibly do unless he knows what 
is an embellishment and what a disfig- 
urement. And the case is much more 
urgent now than it was under the old 
under which the affairs of the 
department administered by a 
board.

Now we have no such safeguard. Al- 
though nominally the Commissioners of 
Parks constitute a board, each of them 
is supreme in his own borough or bor- 
oughs. Under bad advice, or none, he is 
empowered to spoil a park before the 
public even knows what he intends to 
do. The present Park Commissioner for 
this borough has repeatedly exemplified 
this danger. Mr. CLAUSEN is without 
doubt a capable man of business and an 
honest man.

This instance would sufficiently prove 
the danger of appointing a réspectable 
business man to be Park Commissioner 
without ascertaining that he is anything 
more. The men who have served in 
the Park Boards of the old charter who 
would be competent to exercise the un- 
divided power given to each Commis- 
sioner in the new have been very excep- 
tional. Enlightened lovers of the parks 
would be willing to commit them to such 
a Commissioner as the late Mr. STILEs, 
or as Mr. HAMPDEN Ross, or as Mr. PAUL 
Dana, who have proved their possession 
of the special qualifications required. 
It is not to be expected that Mr. Low 
will commit the care of the parks to a 
Commissioner whose possession of these 
qualifications is assumed without proof. 

Of course, the Superintendent, or land- 
scape architect, is a functionary whose 
qualifications are quite as important as 
those of the Commissioner. Indeed, the 
best aesthetic service that a lay Commis- 
sioner can perform is to make good 
choice of a professional adviser and to 
take his advice. We suppose all persons 
who have devoted intelligent study to 
the conditions of the parks expect to 
see Mr. PARsons restored to the position 
which he so efficiently filled for so many 
years before he was ousted as the result 
of a Tammany triumph It may be a 
question for the incoming Mayor whether 
the Commissionership itself should not 
be held by the man upon whose technical

THE PENNSYLVANIA TUNNEL PLANS 


The plans announced by the manage- 
ment of the Pennsylvania Railroad of 
running tunnels under the Hudson end 
East Rivers and across New York, of 
which the readers of THE New York 
TIMES have been fully advised in cur 
news columns, suggest vain regrets that 
the same enterprising people cannot get 
control of the roads making their ter- 
mina! in the Grand Central Station, at 
Forty-second Street. The Directors of 
the New York Central Railroad will find 
the statement of Mr. Cassatt as to the 
plans and purposes of his company inter- 
esting and instructive reading. He does 
not content himself with the announce- 
ment that he will consider an electrical 
installation as soon as some engineer 
submits for his approval a finished and 
complete plan. On the contrary, he says, 
frankly, that he has been studying the 
subject on his own account for some years 
and that the tunnel route to connect the 
Pennsylvania and Long Island Railways 
will be operated by electricity, which he 
finds ‘‘in every way the most practical, 
economical, and the best for the interests 
of the railroad company and the city.” 
This would be fine irony if Mr. CassatrT 
had kept the New York Central in mind 
in framing his statement. Probably he 
has more important, or at least more 
interesting, things to think about. Of 
the advantages of electrical traction he 
“As the railroad will be wholly 
underground and operated by electricity, 
in the same manner as the recently con- 
structed Orleans Railway Extension in 
Paris, it will not be objectionable in any 
way.” 

This project, which has reached a stage 
where the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany undertakes and guarantees it, will 
be of first importance to New York. 
What effect it will have upon the natur- 
ally desirable suburbs lying between this 
city and Peekskill, White Plains, and 
Stamford, provided the managements of 
the roads connecting with them continue 
to asphyxiate their passengers with 
smoke and engine gases in the passage of 
the Park Avenue tunnel, would be an jn- 
teresting subject for speculation. The 
perpetuation the tunnel nuisance 
would be a great thing for the Long 
Island Railroad and for the real estate 
interests in the residence sections along 
its lines as far east as the shore séttle- 
ments. 

In discussing the future of the local 
business of the New York Central and 
allied roads, we have to take the offi- 
cials of the Forty-second Street terminal 
at their words. How much this is worth 
matters affecting their relations to 
the general public is largely a matter of 
judgment. It gives us pleasure to believe 
that they are a great deal more enter- 
prising and intelligent as railroad men 
in charge of a great property than they 
desire to be considered. Even their fre- 
quent and emphatic disclaimers of the 
possession of these qualities does not 
discourage an optimistic view of their 
ability to see what is so distinctly and 
unmistakably obvious to others. To take 
any steps looking to the continuance of 
locomotive traction for either through 
or lecal traffic in the Park Avenue tun- 
nel would be an act of suicidal folly of 
which it is inconceivable the New York 
Central management would be guilty. 
That it is willing to be thought capable 
of such folly is doubtless a temper- 
amental idiosyncrasy.

Max Haves of Cleve- 
land, a Socialist, made speeches strongly 
urging the enforcement of laws prohibit- 
ine child labor. 

The negro question came up when the 
Committee on Law reported a resolution 
compelling all local unions affiliated with 
the Federation to join the central labor 
bodies in their respective localities. The 
resolution was debated for more than an 
hour by many delegates. Charies C. Eckard 
of the Anniston (Ala.) Trades Council 
made the principal speech in opposition to 
the resolution. He declared the people of 
the North did not understand the negro 
problem. The resolution was defeated. 

Two resolutions renorted on the 
question of organizing the common laborers 
into large unions. and both were recom- 
mended to be sent to the executive councetl 
with instructions for that body to take up 
the matter and report to the convention. 

J. H. Bowman of Chicsso presented a 
resolution instructing the President of the 
Federation to protest against the confir- 
mation by the United States Senate of the 
appointment of A. F. Baker as United 
States Circuit Court Judge in Indlana. The 
reason for the vrotest is that Baker is a 
son of Judge John H. Baker of Indianapo- 
lis. who has granted tnjunctions against 
union workmen.

BOSTON SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


The second concert of the season of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra took place last 


night at Carnegie Hall. The programme

Mr. Gericke’s arrangement of music last 
night was altogether delightful. The cen- 
tral piece was, of course, the tremendous 
orchestral conception of Richard Strauss 
of Munich, and this number the conductor 
surrounded with compositions that were 
transparent in construction and simple in 


melodic style. The reappearance of Mr. 
Gregorowitsch, who was here in the season 
of 1806-7, was welcome, and so, indeed, was 
his revival of the old-fashioned yet by no 
means antiquated concerto of Vieuxtemps, 
This is music made tor the exhibition ol a 
violinist’s accomplishments, and it fitted 
the peculiarities ot Mr. Gregorowitsch’'s 
style to a nicety. 

This violinist has improved since he was 
here before. He had then a good tone, 
though not large, a most facile technic and 
abundant warmth of style. He still has 
these valuable possessions, but he has 
added something to them. To his warmth 
of style he has brought a keener musical 
perception, which enables him to use _ his 
reeling to better effect. His tone has gained 
something in body, and his cantabile has 
improved in the grace of its nuance. His 
playing last night was admirable and it 
brought forth the warmest sort of applause. 
lie was called out eight times, and the au- 
dience tried to break down Mr. Gericke’s 
regulations about encores, but the stern 
rule of Cato was not relaxed. For this 
there should be gratitude amorfg those who 
do not like to have a fine impression de- 
stroyed,

Mr. Richard Strauss’ 
wonderful tone poem did not materially 
alter the conception of it gained at the 
first hearing, when it was played by the 
Philharmonic Society under Mr. Paur. But 
last night’s reading by Mr. Gericke and 
performance by the perfect orchestral or- 
ganization under his command did make 
some of the dark places clearer. The bat- 
tle:- scene was perhaps too clear and cer- 
tainly a trifle too tame, but probably Mr. 
Gericke belongs to the Peace Society and 
aimed to mitigate the horrors.of war. The 
interpretation otherwise left little or noth- 
ing to be desired. 

l'bere is always a temptation to enter into 
a prolonged discussion of such music as this, 
buy this may be deferred to another time. 
Let it suffite to say at present that such 
compositions are not to be sniffed out of 
existence, and it behooves every.critie to 
be cautious in pronouncing opinions on 
them. While there are passages which to 
the ears of to-day are almost intolerable, 
we must remember that even Rossini was 
once accused of being unmusical, and that 
there are other passages in this work which 
rise to heights of overwhelming beauty of 
the kind which we all understand. The 
closing portion of the work~is nothing 
else than the work of a genius. The Bee- 
thoven symphony sounded simple and joy- 
ous after this tragic music, and sent the 
audience away in a good humor.

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BELASCO’S NEW PLAY 
IN WASHINGTON 


“Du Barry.” With Mrs. Leslie Car- 
ter, Presented. 


Largest Audience of the Season at the 
National Theatre—Many Curtain 
Calls for the Actors.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—David Belasco's 
new play, ‘‘ Du Barry,."’ with Mrs. Leslie 
Carter in the title rdle, was presented 
for the first time to-night at the new 
National Theatre. The audience, the larg- 
est of the season thus. far, was enthusi- 


astic in the extreme. Although there were 
long waits between the acts and midnight 
had passed before the play was over, there 
was no diminution in the demonstrations of 
approval. 

Mr.s. Carter was obliged to respond 


dozens of curtain calls, and the leading 
members of her company were liberally 


applauded. There does not appear to be 
any doubt that ‘‘ Du Barry ’’ will prove a 
great success. While there is no attempt 
at strict historical accuracy in the por- 
trayal of the career of Mme. du Barry, 
there have been created many striking 
situations, of which Mrs. Carter makes the 
use. Many of her admirers here 
declare that she never before attained such 
a success. 

Mr. Belasco. will find it necessary to 
eliminate several of the long waits, and 
possibly to change some of the ‘ business.” 
The stage settings are in thorough keeping 
with the play. 

Du Barry is first revealed as Jeannette 
Van Bernier, a charming milliner in a 
fashionable Paris shop in the time of Louis 
XIV. A young officer of the King’s Guard, 
Cosse Brissac, has fallen in love with her 
and would marry her, He exacts a promise 
from her to go with him into the country 
on the next day to pick violets. In the 
same hour she is lured to the famous gam- 
bling establishment of the Marquis de 
Quesnoy through the blandishments of Jean 
Du Barry, who is in league with the no- 
torious Marquis. 

Once there, dazzled by the display cf 
wealth and the excitement, she becomes a 
permanent inmate. She is, as she herselt 
expresses it, ‘always being carried on and 
on and always in the wrong way.” The 
King hears of her wonderful beauty, and 
sends the Duc De Richelieu and Terray to 
see if current report concerning her is true. 
They enter into a compact with Jean Du 
Barry whereby she is to be married tu 
his brother, Guillaume Du Barry, who 
will be paid a sum of money and sent 
away. 

The King goes to the gambling house in- 
ecgnito, just as Cosse, who still loves her, 
has secured her promise to fly with him. 
King Louis clasps her in his arms, while 
her lover leaves in anger. In the third 
act, a year later, Jeannette, now the Count- 
ess du Barry, is the King’s favorite in the 
palace at Versailles, and all the world of 
France bows at her feet. 

Cosse, who has been banished by the 
jealous King, suddenly reappears, wounded, 
in the favorite’s bedchamber. He has been 
shot while entering the palace. He is hid- 
den by the Countess in the bed clothing, 
and the King and his spies are misled. 
Later Jeanne Du Barry discovers Cosse 
there and names the Countess’s monthly 
allowance as the price of silence. 

There are many striking scenes as the 
result of the King’s jealousy. Finally Jean- 
nette betrays the hiding place of her lover 
to save his life, but declares her love for 
him and disgraces Louis in the presence o1 
his Court. 

The last act shows du Barry, shorn of her 
power through the revolution, condemned 
to death because of her association with 
royalty. While in the death cart on her 
way to the guillotine she passes the milli- 
ner’s shop where she first met Cosse. He 
is there. She is almost overcome, but his 
presence gives her strength. She rides 
to her death with these last words on her

MANY ATHLETES SUSPENDED. 


Championship Basket Ball Team of the 
Pastime Club Disqualified for 
Playing a Professional. 

Another blow to the Pastime Athietic 
Club given last night by the Regis- 
tration Committee of the Metropolitan As- 
sociation the Amateur Athletic Union, 
when it refused to sanction the basket ball 
championship won by the Pastime team last 
feascn. The committee, composed of John 
Steil, Chairman; H. Obertubussing, and 
M. J. Flynn, met in tne Astor House and 
held a protracted meeting. Charges of 
professionalism were made against or 
the Pastime players, Alexander Moore, whv 
afterward admitted the truth of the charges 
and returned his medal. The Pastime team 
was then disqualified and the Seventeenth 
Separate Company was awarded the cham- 

pionship. 

The resolution against the Pastime Club, 

cther charges that were necessary. 
was expressed as follows: 

Resolved, That because the Pastime Athletic 
Club basket ball team played a professional, the 
Pastime Athletic Club team be disqualified, and 
the disqualification of that team does not affect 
the standing of the other teams. That all 
games won and lost stand as if the Pastime 
Club team was not disqualified. 

That the Seventeenth Separate Company team 
be awarded the championship, the Mohawk Ath- 
letic Club team be placed second, and the decis- 
ion in reference to third place be held in abey- 
ance, 

Another team that came 
of disqualification was that of the Hole 
yoke (Mass.) High School. This team com- 
peted in the Pan-American games at Buf- 
falo and won what was termed the inter- 
scholastic championship. Charges were 
afterward brought against the team, and 
the Principal of the school wrote a letter 
saying that the team which competed was 
not eligible to represent the school. The 
committee suspended the team and re- 
quested that the banner and prizes be re- 
turned within thirty days, and notices of 
this action will be sent to the New Eng- 
land Association. 

A number of suspensions were ordered. 
Those in the New York locality were W. 
C. Miller of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
Club for competing in swimming races at 
Rockaway Beach last Summer under an 
assumed name; L. Lubengrehl of the New 
West Side Athletic Club for competing in 
a wrestling match under the Pastime Ath- 
letic Club before getting his release from 
the former club, and Joseph F. Brennan of 
the Xavier Athletic Association for com- 
peting under two clubs within three 
months. Forty members were temporarily 
suspended for non-payment of dues.

AMALGAMATED COPPER. 


Another Day of Irregular Price Move- 
ments, with Final Net Loss 
of 24 Points. 


Amalgamated copper again yesterday on 
the Stock Exchange fluctuated with much 
irregularity and not a little violence, at 
one time showing substantial strength and 
at another appearing to be decidedly weak. 
The opening was at 71, as compared with 
Wednesday’s close of 7054; following which 
the price advanced to 71%, then declined 
very sharply to then rose to 60% and 
finally ended the day at 68%, a net loss of 
24% points on dealings in 116,000 shares out 
of a market total of about 970,000 shares. 

There was again a dearth of specific 
news in respect either to the stock or to 
the copper situation; though the Street 
declares that the sharp break from 71% 
to was a “scoop” designed to catch 
stop orders, the price promptly rallying 
nearly three points from the low figure, 
only later, however, to sag off again. 

The financial district read with more or 
less interest Lawson's latest statement 
bearing on the situation—this statement 
being merely a repetition of what has al- 
ready been said in some form or other by 
this gentleman—but was at a loss now io 
regard it. H. H. Rogers, President of the 
Amalgamated, asked his opinion of the

The 
London dispatch that the Rio Tinto Com- 
pany has decided to curtail output inder 
an agreement with the Amalgamated Com- 
pany is not true as far as Amalgamated 
is concerned, and is improbable from the 
standpoint of the Rio Tinto Company. 
Copper prices are well maintained and we 
see no reason why they should not be 

“The decline in Amalgamated stock has 
directed attention to the copper trade and 
has led manufacturers to show hesitation 
about buying. But we think as soun as 
this flurry subsides, copper will settle 
down upon a substantial business basis.

BROKERS’ JOKE ON POLICEMAN. 


New Plain Clothes Man on Broad Street 
Gets Present of a $1,000 Check 


on the “Con” Bank, 

There was a new “ plain clothes” man in 
Wall Street yesterday, and last night he 
was a very mad but much wiser man than 
he had been in the morning. 

He was sent down from Headquarters to 
help out the regular force of precinct and 
headquarters men, who look after the crowds 
in that district at this time of the year. He 
joined a couple of old-timers about noon on 
Broad Street, where the young fellows on 
the curb make things lively from 10 A. M. 
till 2 P, M. As he leaned wearily up against 
@ post he said to the two old-timers: 

“Say, what do they mean by sending me 
down here? There ain't nothing to do but 
watch messenger boys and these kids here 
playing football and trying to make a lot 
of noise to make people think they're 
brokers,’ 

** That’ 8 all right,’’ replied one of the old- 
timers, ‘‘you just wait a minute. There 
is a fellow who has got a job for you, and 
you'll find out what to do.” 

Just then young John Mortimer came up 
to the new man and said mysteriously: 

“Come over here a minute, officer.”’ 

When the officer had been drawn aside 
young Mortimer introduced him to a friend 
and said: ‘*This is my friend ‘Billy’ Morgan; 
he is a nephew of J. Pierpont Morgan, “and 
he needs a man to watch him every day 
because a man has threatened to shoot him, 
and to show that he doesn't want you to 
be put to any trouble for nothing he wants 
to give you a little something to start 
along with.”’ 

Thereupon the alleged Mr. Morgan drew 
out a check made payable on the ‘ Con”’ 
National Bank, and was signed by William 
Morgan. The check was for $1,000, and 
made payable to bearer. The new man was 
enjoined to secrecy, and told to hurry and 
get the check cashed, and not let the old- 
time officers know about it, as they were 
no good, anyhow. 

The new officer was so impressed with 
the thing that he started away to get the 
money on the check, but in an afterthought 
inquired of one of the other officers wheth- 
er it was all right and was assured that it 
was. He then started out to find the 
“Con” Bank, and made a quest that last- 
ed over an hour. When he returned he 
was greeted by the young men on the curb, 
who were waiting for him, with laughter 
that made the ground shake. 

By this time the word had been passed 
around among the messenger boys that a 
new Flattie”’ was being initiated. A 

‘new Flattie”’ is the newsboys’ term for a 
new policeman, and he is generally con- 
sidered legitimate prey. When the trading 
hours had closed and the crowd dispersed, 
the new plain clothes man breathed a sigh 
of relief and announced that the place 
wasn't so slow after all, 


‘| ALLEGED VIOLATIONS — 


OF BUILDING LAWS. 


District Attorney y Philbin Investigating 
—Commissioner Guilfoyle of 
Brooklyn Talks. 

District Attorney Philbin received yester- 
day additional affidavits and evidence of 
alleged violations of the building laws. 
An investigation will be started at once. 


Mr. Philbin said: 

“I will look into the evidence which has 
been presented to me at once. If sufficient 
evidence can be procured the District At- 
torney’s office will do full duty in the 
matter.” 

Commissioner Wallace received about a 
week ago an official report from an In- 
spector of the Building Department claim- 
ing that the law was being enforced, An 
investigation by experts representing some 
prominent architects and builders showed 
that the law was being violated on certain 
buildings. It was claimed yesterday that 
certain officials of the Building Department 
have been receiving large sums of money 
for approving plans and granting other 
favors in violation of the building laws to 
favored contractors, 

A complaint has been made to District 
Attorney Philbin that the building at the 
corner of Maiden Lane and Broadway is 
now being constructed in certain parts in 
violation of the Building Code. 

Commissioner Guilfoyle of Brooklyn de- 
clared yesterday that Commissioners Wal- 
lace and Campbell had no right to grant 
certain favors to contractors in violation of 
the law: 

“The Board of Building Commissioners 
have no power to make any such grants. 
At the last meeting of the Board I intro- 
duced a resolution to rescind certain reso- 
lutions. The matter was laid over for a 
week on the motion of Commissioner Wal- 
lace. I want to go on record against allow- 
ing any such violations of the law. If they 
put materials into buildings in violation of 
the law, the materials should be removed 
and any so-called permission should be re- 
scinded at once. I did not vote for the bill 
to allow the builders at Broadway and 
Maiden Lane any privileges, and I want to 
go on record in favor of rescinding any 
such resolutions if they have been granted 
by the other Commissioners.”’ 


GRAND BOULEVARD ~

“This talk about there being a grab in 
the grading and paving contract is ab- 
solute nonsense, There will be from nine to 
fifteen bidders to-morrow, and I am sure 
that there is no one so foolish as to think 
that we are expecting a ‘grab’ with all 
these firms. The newspapers have been 
wrong from the start when they say that 
it will. cost $3,000,000. It will be about 
$1,000,000, as the engineers figure on about 
$1,094,000, anj it cannot be over that,”

Wednesday afternoon, continued 
yesterday amid scenes that grew in dra- 
matic and pathetic interest as the day~wore 
on. Nobody knows how the run started, 
nor does any one know how long it will 
continue, but the proprietor of the institu- 
tion maintains that there is not the slight- 
est reason for it and that he has abundant 
money to pay every one of his several 
thousand depositors from his private 
account alone, and in the event that all the 
passbooks are turned in he will gain about 
$10,000 in the way of semi-annual interest 

en deposits which is due after Jan. 1. 

More than $30,000 was paid out yester- 
@ay, which, with the $35,000 handed over 
the counter on Wednesday afternoon, rep- 
resents the extent of the run to date. But 
unless the panic which seems to have 
seized every deposit§r in the institution 
aubsides, this is but a very small begin- 
Ring in the paying out of money. 

When the force of policemen stationed at 
the bank closed the doors of the institution 
at the end of the banking day, at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, they did so in the face 
of hundreds of excited men and women 
who had stood for many hours in a long 
line- beggging and pleading for their savy- 
ings. The bank building, for more 
block in every direction, was surrounded 
by an excited mob, in which there were 
mingled shouts and cries of anger, plead- 
ing, grief, and despair. 

Runs on Jarmulosky’s bank are compara- 
tively frequent, this being the fourth of its 
kind in the history of the institution, which 
extends over twenty-five years. The first 
Was in 1886, the second in 1890, and the 
third in 1893. Each time the bank pulled 
through all right and profited largely by 
the forfeited interest on deposit, but this 
run is said to be the most extensive of all. 
The great crowd congregated about the 
bank when the doors closed at 5 o'clock 
Wednesday evening thinned during the 
night, but many terror-stricken depositors 
kept their places in line in front of the 
doors all night, and were desperate when 
the instituuon resumed payments at 10 

o'clock yesterday morning, and other de- 
positors by the hundred arrived. 

At 10 o'clock sharp the bank doors were 
thrown open and the police lined up at the 
entrance began their long fight against 
men and women alike to prevent the bank 
being overrun with the mob. A dozen or 
more depositors were let in at a time and 
paid as fast as possible, but not fast 
enough to suit the anxious ones outside, 
who pressed excitedly up to the doors, 
shouting and crying tor their savings. 

In an effort to restore confidence in the 
outside mob one of the bank clerks went 
to the door and flourished a handful of bank 
motes afterthe manner of a theatre ticket 
speculator, but this rather sensational per- 
formance almost resulted disastrously. 
crowd, catching sight of the money, presse d 
forward in an almost overwhelming mass. 
The clerk beat a hasty retreat, but the ruse 
ot displaying money was attempted severa) 
times during the day. At intervals a clerk 
would saunter leisurely up to one of the 
plate glass windows in sight of the strug 
gling line outside and ostentatiously count 
and recount fat rolls of money. 

3ehind the paying teller’s counter and 
in sight of the street was kept a sort of 
* property ’’’ roll of money of imposing 

roportions. This monstrous roll of green- 
acks was said to contain $10,000, and the 
mere sight of it frequently led depositors 
to change their minds and leave their 
Money in the bank 

The largest account withdrawn was about 
1,000, and the deposits ranged downward 
rom this figure to a matter of ig or $6. 

Sadie Gold, the girl who w:z arrested 
three days ago for begging mower fron 
Miss Mary de Peyster Carey, whose fine 
was paid by Carlton Curtis under the im- 
pression that she was being persecuted, 
Was in line. Miss Gold’s bank book showed 
that she is not exactly a pauper, and 
3860 was handed out to her.

orning. When asked why she was with- 
rawing her $68 savings she _ blushingly 
confessed that she was going to be married 
s00n, and, wanted to take no chances o1 | 
missing getting her bridal outfit. 

Joseph Helfer, a queer looking old man 
with rubber boots and overalls, and who 
said he was a dealer in coal and wood, 

resented a pass book calling for $825 
Vhen the money was counted out to him 
he changed his mind and said he guessed | 
he would only draw out $25. He had | 
searcely got out of the building when he 
set up the cry that a pickpocket had 
stolen his money, There was increased 
excitement for a time, and the police scur- 
ried around after the supposed thief at a 
reat rate. It was finaly discovered that 
jelfer had his $25 in his hand instead of 
in his pocket, where he was under the im- 
pression that he had put It. 

The crowd swarmed with pickpockets, 
however, and at frequent intervals de- 
positors who had been paid set up the shout 
that they had been robbed, and then there 
was @ violent running about by the police 
during which many persons were knocked 
over, but only in one case was the alleged 
thief caught. The man proved his inno- 
cence and was discharged. 

Adding to the babel of sounds outside the 
bank building were the voices of speculat- 
ors offering to buy the claims of depositors 
at ruinous rates of discount. Some weary 
and frightened depositors sold their claims 
to these, but not many. 

Mingling in the crowd were 
interested Hebrews of the 
class, who told everybody that there was 
no need of uneasiness and cautioned all not 
to discount their claims. Among the most 
active of these was Jonas Weil, the phil- 
eanthropist, who caried an enormous roll 
of bills in his pocket. Whenever he saw a 
particularly tired and carewron woman 
with a baby in her arms or an old man in 
the surging line he took their pass books 
and gave them the amount of money called 
for out of his own pocket. In the case of 
many others he guaranteed their accounts 
and sent them away rejoicing. 

Inside the bank behind the counter from 
Gaybreak until long after the doors closed 
for the day Jarmulowsky himself was on 
hand. 

“I would give $5,000 for the detection of 
the man who started this run,” said he. 
“It is the greatest piece of foolishness I 
ever saw. Why the bank was never in bet- 
ter condition, and my idea is that this fool 
Tun was started by criminals who knew 
that at a time like this their chances of 
robbery were vastly improved.’ 

Mr. Jarmulowsky exhibited a telegram 
received from Zimmerman & Forsh: iy. the 
Wall Street bankers, offering him $100,000 
if he needed it. It was said that all the 
banks with which the Jarmulowsky insti- 
tution did business accepted the checks of 
the banks yesterday morning as usual.

GOVERNMENT NOW DEMURS 
TO MAINE SURVIVORS’ CLAIMS. 


Change of Plea and Abandonment of 
Contention that the Vessel’s Loss 
Caused the War. 

The United States Government, through 
Assistant Attorney General Fuller, has 
changed its ground in opposing before the 
Spanish Treaty Commission, claims of sur- 
vivors of the destruction of the battleship 
Maine at Havana in February, 1898. The 
brief, recently submitted in support of a 
motion to dismiss the claims urged by ‘But- 
ler & Harwood of this city, attorneys for 
about seventy claimants, has been with- 
drawn, and a demurrer has been filed in 

its stead. 

This demurrer, after urging lack of juris- 
diction and insufficiency of facts, contends 
that no liability ever existed on the part 
of Spain in favor of the claimant by reason 
of the explosion. The ground that the loss 
of the Maine caused the war is thus aban- 
doned. 

In the brief submitted, but now with- 
drawn, an officer of the Government for 
the first time admitted that the war with 
Spain was the result of the destruction of 
the battleship. Jurisdiction of the Treaty 
Commission was denied on the ground that 
the explosion in Havana Harbor caused 
the war. 


STOLEN STAMP CASE HEARING. 


Sullivan County Sheriff Said Three Post 


Office Thieves Had Stokes’s Card. 

Charles Stokes of 671 Monroe Street, 
Preoklyn, whom the Federal! authorities are 
trying to connect with the theft off thou- 
sands of dollars in stamps from the Chi- 
cago Post Office, appeared before Commis- 
sloner Shields yesterday afternoon in the 
Post Office Building. The case was ad- 
journed yesterday after a part of the testi- 
mony of John Dyker, Sheriff at Monticello, 
Sullivan County, N. Y., was in. 

He stated that about a month ago he had 
in his charge three men, who were arrested 
for breaking into a store and Post Office 
at Roscoe, Delaware County. Mr. Dyker 
also said that the men had confessed to 
the burglary and are now serving five-year 
sentences in Clinton Prison. They had with 
them when brought to him a pasteboard 
box, in which there were cartridges and 
dynamite caps. In this there was also a 
ecard. This he regarded as important, and

Joel Marx, attorney for the defense, then 

ave notice that he would to-day appeal 
for lesser bail and bring a bondsman with 
him. Stokes is now held in Ludlow Street 
Jail, the bail demanded being $5,000.

SPEEDY TRIAL FOR PATRICK 


Justice Beach Insists Upon No 
Further Delay. 


Unless the District Attorney Moves the 
Case to Trial Between Dec. 26 and 
30 the Court Will Act. 


Justice Beach, in the Supreme Court, yes- 
terday, after listening to argument on the 
write of habeas corpus obtained for Lawyer 
Albert T. Patrick, under indictment for the 
murder of Milllonaire William Marsh Rice, 
and a prisoner in the Tombs for nearly 
fifteen months, said that unless the Dis- 
trict Attorney moved Patrick’s case for 
trial some time between Dec. 26 and Dec. 
30, the court would—‘ without fear or fa- 
vor '’--take some step to secure Patrick his 
constitutional right to a speedy trial. 

Patrick was brought down to court from 
the Tombs by two Deputy Sheriffs and 
was accompanied by his counsel, Cantwell 
& Moore. Mr. Moore opened the argument 
on the writ by reviewing the history of 
the Patrick case. 

“The prosecution is entitled to a reason- 
able time for preparation for trial,’’ said 
Mr. Moore, ‘‘ but we contend that fifteen 
months is an unreasonable and outrageous 
time, and that it is unjust and oppressive. 
The sole question before the court is what 
constitutes a speedy trial. The statutes 
of this State do not define what is a speedy 
trial, but, judging from decisions of the 
highest courts, a speedy trial means with- 
in two terms of court. 

“Five terms of court,’’ continued Mr. 
Moore, impressively, ‘“‘haye passed since 
the arrest of this prisoner, and he has not 
yet had his trial, though there has not 
been a moment since his arrest when he 
was not ready to proceed to trial. Before 
the District Attorney can ask your Honor 
to delay this trial he must relieve himself 
of the neglect under which he lies and show 
that he has exercised due diligence in pre- 
paring this case.’’ 

Deputy Assistant District Attorney Fran- 
cis V. Garvan said that the District Attor- 
ney had done all in his power to get the 
case ready for trial. 

“The only defense that Patrick has ever 
offered,’’ said Mr. Garvan, ‘‘ was that the 
confession of Jones was bought. I charge 
that this yy re Was made in bad 
faith, and that the facts are not as set 
forth. I assure your Honor that the Dis- 
trict Attorney will move the murder in- 
dictment against Patrick for trial early in 
January, or will show good reason why he 
fails to do so. I—” 

‘No, interrupted Justice Beach. 
must show those reasons now. This prison- 
er, as it seems to me, has been deprived 
of his rights to a speedy trial. I will hear 
your reasons now. 

“Mr. Philbin is going out of office,’’ re- 
marked Mr. Garvan. 

“Tt can’t help the District Attorney's 
going out of office,"’ said Justice Beach. 
* The rights of a prisoner cannot be allowed 
to be injured by that. The rights of a pris- 
oner do not depend upon the lapse of any 
official’s term of office.” 

** Will your Honor dismiss the writ?” in- 
quired Mr. Garvan. 

, Justice Beach refused to do so, conclud- 

ng: 

“There must be no further delay, unless 
for unavoidable, overwhelming causes. I 
will hold the papers in this case on the 
statement of the District Attorney that he 
will move the case for trial on Dec. 26, or 
on the 27th, or on the 30th. That this case 
should be heard is an tnalienable right of 


the defendant, and without fear or favor I 
will sec that it is done.”

MRS. DALE NOT RELEASED. 


If More Than a Week's Delay, $7,500 


Bail Will Be Accepted. 


Contrary to expectation, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Howe Dale, who is under guard at St. 
Mary's Hospital, Hoboken, charged with 
having poisoned her daughter, Emmeline, 
was not released on bail yesterday, al- 
though she has been exonerated by the 
verdict of a Coroner’s jury. Joseph M. 
Noonan, of counsel for Mrs. Dale, made the 
necessary motion before Justice Gilbert 
Collins and Judge John A. Blair, but Pros- 
ecutor James 8. Erwin asked to have the 
case continued. He said the case was still 
in the hands of the Hoboken police, who 
had not yet sent to his office the proceed- 
ings before Coroner Parslow. 

‘If there is going to be any delay in the 
proceedings,” said Justice Collins, ‘‘ the 
court would be inclined to fix bail. If 
there is likely te be a delay of more than a 
week bail may be taken at that time in the 
sum of $7,500." 

Prosecutor Erwin said that the maiter 
would be presented to the Grand Jury as 
oO as he received a certified copy of the 
pr@-eedings before the Coroner.
